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Utah skiers buried by avalanche

SALT MKE CITY — Two skiers 
. were burled In an avolanche-ln the 
Utah mountains Thursday, but com- 
panions located them using electronic 
beepers, dug them out and revived 
— t l ie m w ittrmouth-to-mouth-resusclta- 
tion, the skiers said. 
■ ■ Tom Barker said he fought back 

- —panic-when tons of snow-swept-over 

and buried him atuut six feet beneath 
the surface. 

"I tried to remain calm,", he told 
UPl, "It was scary. It was really hard 

- to slow my hrcathlng because the 
adrenalin was pumping." 

Barker and six companions were 
cross-country skiing along a ridge In 
the mountains east of Salt I^akc City 
when the avalanche struck about 
-12:30 p.m. 

: They were skiing apart -- proper 



procedure in avalanche-pronc areas 

— when one of them, Rodlgo 
Eyzagulrre. accidently started the 
avalanche when, he tried to help 
Barker retrieve a ski pole, said skier 
JimBarth.

Barker said he tried to "swim" In 
the snow to^ecp near the surface as 
he had been taught as a ski patrolman 
at Utah resorts and also attempted to 
make an air pocket in front of his 
mouth when he stopped. 

"Everyone was extremely sliaken." 
Barth said. "It was life and death. The 
only thing that saved his (Barker's) 
life was having the peeps (electronic 



l)ccpers). It was Impossible lo locnic 
him, IlcwasliurlcU." 

Barker said he found it hard lo stay 
calm as he had been taught and had to 
fight the urge to try to dig himself oul. 
Barker said he was under the snow (or 
up to six miniitcs and felt grogfiy 
toward the end from lackof oxyRcn.

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Stop secret sessions 
in Gooding County 



Public interest in the subject of open meetings is 
generally not verj higli, particularly given the com- 
mon perception that such disputes are only between 
press and government.. But when there .is a genuine 
community concern at stake — in a case involving 
public {unds — the public has a way of demanding an 
accounting of what's going on. ' 

That's the stage that has been set in what one 
.observer calls a "power struggle" between the ad- 
ministrators of Gooding County lUemorial Hospital 
and some meml>ers of its medical staff. 




^^ra=ln-meetings-last-weeltr-th 
ongoing magistrate's inquiry Into the finances of the 
hospital, revoked the hospital's staff bylaws and 
removed two doctors from staff leadership positions. 

One of the meetings was an executive session, 
allowed under Idaho law. in some circumstances, but 
requiring formal public notice. That was not given In 
this case. Nor was there any mention of Uie executive 
session In the (ward's minutes, again a requirement oC 
fhelaw. 

Allowing that the. board may be inexperienced in 
such matters, we believe it should bone up quickly and 
cease the practice of discussing the hospital dispute in 

what arc pffpftlvply ijiwiTpt a ' ' 

administration of public funds. 

— .The hospital has been in financial dlfficulty-for-some - 
timei and since it constitutes^e largest single item in 
the Gooding Count.v budget, the burden ultimately will 
fall back on Goading Coiinty taxpayers. 

County residents have been paying for the deficit 
operation of the hospital and, by the board's actions, 
are not being afforded the access we think they 
deserve when their money Is at stake. 

The people of Gooding County, in our opinion, have a 
right-td know what's going on with the hospital. The 
board's direction, unfortunately, isn't promoting that. 

The board, in our opinion, should allow and en- 
courage th« public to witness the formulation of public 
policy firsthand, rather than conduct secret meetings 
and then cgndemn the ensuing uproar as voices of an 
Irresponslblepublic.

The Judge, David Vokes,n78-yeor-old circuit 
court Judge, ended iheJr legal marriage - - but with 
a hi tch. He ordered (he Mfsteles to continue living 
together until their l4-y(!apold8ons turned 18. 

Under the terms of this unique decision, Henry 
Mfstcle Is responsible for maintenance and grocery 
money and $400 a month alimony. DIannc Mlstcle Is 
responsible foreookinR. housekeeping and 
shopping. Henry sleeps In the bedroom and DIannc

dates home. If one leaves for an extended time, the

Isn't that the decision, 
wise or foolish. Of two adults? 

Thejudgc In this cose came powerfully close to 
giving children an absolute veto on divorce. This 

-ruling goes full circle tuck to the days before 

no-fault when Judges could give or withhold divorce 
according to their own prejudices. 

— As DovidChambers, a family law professor-atthe- 
Universlty of Michigan, says. "I Just find this an 
absolutely unjastlflcd level oflnlrusfon on people 
living their lives. To take It to Its hideous extreme, , 
you can Imagine the Judge saying you must give 
each other a kiss In the momlng, you must be sweet 
to each other, you must pretend to love ea^ other. 
They could Justliy it oU in (he best Interest of the 
child." 

The current extreme Is hideous enough. The 
Mistiiics aren't talking to the press, nor to each 
other apparently. Dlanne Mistcle has fUed a 
petition that should be heard after Ihanksglving.

"The Incidoice of both definite and 
definite plus probable non-fatal reln- 
farcUOh was less In the propranolol 
group than in the placebo group," 
they said in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association.

The r..,\OOC president said the 
legislature "will make a very positive 
statement" when they go back Into 
session. 

"The day tliey adjourned: one man 
put a resolution, which was not a nice 
one. Every form of government in 
virtually the whole country has de- 
nounced it. and twth parties In the 
lJ;S._Congre5s, the U.S. Senale,_the_ 
Administration In the White lioiise 
and virtually every elected official In 
Califronla says the same thing that all 
nations shall l» wclcom'cd. and'j 
specifically the Soviet Union." 
Ueberroth said. 

"it Is our Intent to welcome them In 
the most positive way. The young 
athletes should have every chance to 
compete." 

When tlie possibility of antl-SovIet 
and anti-Communist demonstrations 




was mentioned, Ueberroth said that 
all types of demonstrations were 
allowed in the U.S. 

"But around the village and In other 
areas that are sensitive to the gamies. 
-demonstrations win not be piermlltcd. .. 
The important thing Is that the Soviet 
athlete will feel welcome in his heart, 
and the people In Us Angeles -In an 
overwhelming ■ fashion will be 
welcome the Soviet aUiletM hesald. 

ijeberroth said his committee had 
taken data from all the summer 
federations dealing with drug testing. 

"Most all' of the Olympic sports, 
most all of the Olympic athletes have 
no problems with drugs. There are 
two or three sports, but most all of the 
sports don't have a problem. Olympic 
athletes are the cleanest athletes In 
the world compared to most any other 
type of athlete." Ueberroth said. 

"Whore are the problems? Should 
we test more welghtllfters or more 
archers? The majority of sports have 
never had a p<»ltivc (doping test 
sample) In the history of their sports, 
yet the world is beginning to think 
Olympic athletes have so much in- 
-voivenient-wlth- drugs,* Wo -tiy- to— 
Indicate to the IOC that they should - 
begin to focus on the facts, the 
statistics, hut we also told them-thc' 
testing would be as strong as it has 
been In the recent past. It Is clear to 
athletes that they should come to Los 
iVngeles without banned substances." 
be said. 

With approximately eight months to 
go tKforc the games, Ueberroth felt, 
■confident with the progress his com-' 
mittec was making.

m these days of hurried travel and 
valued time, most of us Ily or drive. A 
train gives a different perspective. It 
is on the ground, yet hlr>h enough to 
see the landscape. It is communal, yet 
not too packed, at least In the off 
season. It Is relaxing; there is no Icar 
of nying, nor the fatlRUC of driving. In 
a world of pressure and Intensity, it 
affords the traveler time for solitary 
thmig ht. 




For the most part In the west, trains 
pass through landscopc ttiht Is pleas- 
ant and somiitlmes beautiful and 
striking. That Is particularly true of 
the Pioneer which follows the Snake 
River past Glenns R-ny, traverses^ 
the Treasure Valley and enters Or- 
egon at Ontario.
